London. “Yesterday. 
In the course of the deVate on the 


Budget, Sir Laming- Worthington | 


Evans (Secretary for War) repliéd 
to the attack made yesterday by 
Mr. Philip Snowden, who was Chan- 
cellor of‘ the. Exchequer in the 
Labour Government, upon the, allied 
debt settlements. ~ Pee 

Regarding the figures quoted by 
Mr. Snowden, purporting to. show 
that the United States had extracl- 
ed:‘from France and Italy better 
terms than Great Britain had, Sir 

' L. Worthington Evans pointed out 
that these were merely lump sums—~ 
a total of all the annual payments to 

\ be made year by year over a period 
of 62 years without any regard for 
the time of payment. 

Sir L, Worthington Evans con- 
tinued; “Now I come to the most 
serious aspect of -Mr. _ Snowden’s 
speech, and I want -to be very care- 
ful to pick my words. We were all 
greatly surprised and startled yes- 
terday by the. statement which Mr, 
Snowden made that he and his party 
would, if returned to power, hold 
themselvés free to repudiate the 
fundamental. principle of the- Bal- 
four Note, namely, that Great Bri- 
tain should. take no more’ from 
_Burope by way of debt and repara- 
tions than she requires to pay her 
own obligations to the United States. 
‘That principle has been for seven 
years the foundation of, treatment 
of the European debt problems by 
every Government’ that has held 
office. Jt would surely be a wanton 
and reckless act, in no way called 
for by anything that has occurred 
for Mr. Sriowden and his party now 
to threaten to repudiate the prin- 
cipte upon which every forward step 
towards European reconstruction 
and peace has been taken. If‘ such 
,a declaration: were persisted in and 
Furope were led to believe that the 
policy aimed at was to obtain larger 
payments of debts and reparations 

_ than were required for our payments 
to the United States the utmost. in- 
jury would be done not only to Bri- 
tish interests but to the wider 
interests of world peace.” He be- 
lieved that Mr? Ramsay MacDonald 
was speaking later in debate, and he 
asked him formally whether he ac- 
cepted and endorsed the declaration 
of Mr. Snowden and if it constituted 
the official “policy of the Labour 
Party. : - 

No Apology: No Withdrawal 

_ Mr. Snowden, rising, said he was 
surprised that any observations of 
his should be the subject of 
Cabinet discussion and a Cabinet 
memorandum presented to that 
House. He added: “I decline to 


make any apology. for what | said}. 


yesterday. 1 don’t intend to with- 
draw a single word of it. I must 
express my surprise at the promin- 
‘enee’ and attention that has been 
given to my remarks, for it was: by 
no means the-first time that I have 
made that statement in the House 
of Commons. He continued that 
the policy of the Labour Party re- 
garding the debt. settlement had 
often been stated. It was that they 
would favour an all-rourid cancella- 
tion of the debt and reparations. 
That policy was enunciated inthe 
concluding sentences of Lord Bal- 
four’s memorandum, which he (Mr. 
Snowden) proceeded to quote. It 
«was not that ‘part of the Balfour 
‘Note that he attacked yesterday. It

éancellation could not be ‘secured 
we should put. the . burden on 
ourselves for the benefit-of our con-

WHAT THE TURKS WANT 


TUG MANNED BY ROYAL NAVY 
FOR CHANGTEH RELIEF 


HOPES OF. RISE IN RIVER 


Geneva, Yesterday. 

At the Disarmament Committee 
meeting .Tewfk Rushdi Bey, the 
Turkish Foreign Minister, urged 
the examination of the Turkish plan| . 
for’ disarmament on the basis of 
equality with other schemes. 

Hussein Khanala, the Persian 
Minister to Paris, emphasised the 
importance that Persia attached to 
the reduction of Armaments. 

M. Litvinoff then. outlined the 
Soviet Disarmament Scheme, pro- 
viding, inter alia, for the’ abolition 
of bombing aeroplanes and diri- 
gibles, and destruction of all bombs 
which can be dropped from the air, 
the manufacture of which would be 
prohibited. The scheme algo pro- 
vides for the prohibition of chemical 
warfare and destruction of poison 
gas factories. 

Viscount Sato thought that the 
Soviet scheme went beyond the 
framework of the Committee, whilst 
Count Bernstorff. urged the Com- 
mittee to take into account the use- 
ful Russian suggestions. 

M: Massigni (France), contended 
that the Soviet plan was imprac- 
ticable. : 

Soviet Proposals 

The Soviet Disarmament pro- 
posals also’ provide a complete 
abolition of tanks and heavy artil- 
lery, the . suppression. of aircraft 
carriers, the gradua) replacement of 
battleships by vessels of 10,000 
tons within a period of 13 years 
and a limitation tonnage and the 
number of submarines. 

An Acute Stage 
Geneva, Yesterday. 

An acute stage has been reach- 
ed'as to whether the Sovie Dis- 
armament proposals should be dis- 
cussed instead of the Preparatory 
Disarmament Committee's own 
draft convention adopted in 1927. 

M. Litvinoff yesterday argued 
that security could be obtained by 
disarmament. He asked for an 
unequivocg] reply whether. his 
draft was acceptable or not. 

The Chairman, M. Loudon, said/ 
that’ M. -Litvinoff could submit 
amendments to the 1927 draft. 

M. Litvinoff then insisted that a 
vote be taken on the pivot of the 
Soviet draft. namely. the printiple 
of reduction but not Hmitation of 
armaments; secondly, the principle 
of proportional reduction; and 
thirdly, the principle of co-effi- 
cients of armed forces.

SAFETY FIRST 


REDUCE INDUSTRIAL 
ACCIDENTS 


HOW TO 


A policy of organised accident pre- 
vention is not only humanitarian, but 
also constitutes a sound investment 
from an economic point of view. This 
statement may be said to have form- 
ed the keynote of an address given by 
Mr. E. Hoult, of Messrs. Edgar Allen 
Limited, Sheffield, at a 
sed by the industrial 
geetion of the London Safety Council, 
and held in London recently. Mr. 
Hoult stated that, according to Home 
Gifice returns covering workmen's 
compensation for the past eight years, 
aver 9,000,000 British workers had 
been injured sufficiently badly to be 
compensated, and over 22,000 had been 
killed,” During the period under re- 
view, compensation payments alone 
amounted to just under £50,000,000. 
Furthermore, it had been calculated 
that the gross total cost to industry 
of accidents during these eight years 
was in the neighbourhood of £200,000,- 
000. As a general average, an ener- 
getic campaign of accident-prevention 
should preduce a reduction in the fre- 
quency of casualtics of from 25 per 
cent, to as. much as 75 per cent. 

The secret of the success of such a 
campaign was to concentrate against 
the failure of the human element, and 
to build up within cach works a de- 
termination on the part of both man- 
agement and operatives to co-operate 
in the elimination of every avoidable 
accident. The work should be under- 
taken on a yoluntary basis, and not 
under any system’ of compulsory re- 
gulations. One of the best ways of 
creating and maintaining a proper 
“safety sense” amongst the workers 
was by displaying 3 series of posters, 
changed every week. The universal 
experience of firms who had been suc- 
cessful in this‘ work was that some 
form of safety comitittee, on which 
the operatives were represented, was

order that, when you read the suc-

}. Im 1882 1 was called to Tokyo by 
the Japanese Government to occupy 
the chair of Civil Engineering in the 
Imperial University at. that, city. I 
found there a number of highly in- 


‘| telligent young men in the. engineer- 


ing classes, but a curriculum that was 
laid out’ mainly on theoretical lines, 
This I immediately’ proceeded... to 
change by introducing into it, to the 
greatest extent possible, courses. in 
practical engineering; given by both 
ook instruction and fieldwork. ‘The 
change proved acceptable to both the 
students and the University author- 
ities, and I- gradually’ enlarged the 
practical features of the. curriculum 
during the four years of my sojourn 
in the: Land of the Rising Sun. It 
was ‘there’ that I wrote my first. two 
books, the first, published in Ameri-* 
ca, being “The Designing of Ordin- 
aryIron Highway Bridges,’ and thé 
second “A System of Iron Railroad 
Bridges for. Japan.” The latter was 
specially written for and published 
by the Japanese Government as one 
of a series of memoirs that were be- 
ing issued from time to time on vari- 
ous subjects by the University. 


Old Students 

After my return to America, wheres 
I opened in Kansas City, Missouri, 
an office as © Consulting Engineer, I 
was followed there, at first by my 
old students and afterwards by other 
graduate Japanese éngineers, all of 
whom worked for a while (general- 
ly from two to four or even five 
years): in my office and in the offices 
of other engineers with whom I plac- 
ed them, or in field or shops, where 
I was often successful in locating. 
them. Some Japanese came to me 
solely for the purpose of securing in- 
troductions to prominent persons or 
companies in, the United. States; and 
to these I gave letters of ‘introduc- 
tion—often directed’ to: people whom 
I. did not know personally. As far 
as I have learned not one of these 
letters was ever ignored by the re- 
cipient—whiech goes to show that 
Americans have a kindly feeling’ for 
the people of the Orient anda real 
desire to be of service to them. . 


For some éhirty-five years I thus 
trained many of..the young engineers

office; but of late they have almost 
ceased coming to me. I have now 
only one Japanese in my employ. 

During forty’ years I thus served 
Japan faithfully and well, always de- 
voting to her intercats the best that 
was in me—for the first’ four years 
under salary and thereafter as a mat- 

jter of love and affection and not as 
a mere ‘duty. E have constantly been 
imparting to her young men what I 
have learned in my long professional 
career, often directly but mainly 
throurh the technical treatises that 
T have written, which books are wide- 
ly used by the. engineers of Japan. 

My days of direct service to that 
country are past;-and-her young men 
no longer need my aid in their pro- 
fessional advancement. The Japanese 
engineers have learned about all that 
I know, and now are able to travel 
alone in the. engineering world. This 
is truly a great satisfaction to me 
—one .of- the greatest of my entire 
professional career; for success is not 
to be measured by the amount of 
money accumulated but by that of 
service rendered. 

As just indicated, my professional 
connection with Japan for several 
years has been ended, but there re- 
mons a firm and enduring friendship

between the Japanese. and myself 
that nothing can break. This is evi- 
denced by the fact that they have 
shown and continue to show in vari- 
ous ways their appreciation of my 
service. In. 1888 the Great Emperor 
conferred upon me the Order of the 
Rising Sun with the rank of Knight 
Commander in recognition of my 
four years’ service as a professor 
and of the value of the book I had 
written for the University Memoirs; 
in 1915- the University made me 
“Hakushi,” the highest. honour in its 
gift; and in 1921, whilst I was in 
Tokyo after completing. my first ser- 
viee for China, the present Emperor, 
then Prince Regent, bestowed on me 
the. Second Class Order of the Sacred 
Treasure as a recognition of my use- 
fulness to. ‘Japan in the training of 
30 many of her engineers “who now 
are at or near the head of the pro- 
fession in their country. 

Again, on every -possible occasion, 
1.am entertained and highlv honour- 
ed by my old friénds, who thus and 
in speech make evident the kindly 
feeling that they and the engineer- 
ing profession of Javan in general 
entertain towards me. Truly, the 
Japanese are a grateful. people; and 
itis no wonder that I love and ap- 
vreciate them so highly—but that 
fact does not militate against: my 
serving the Chinese Government and 
.the Chinese people just as devotedly 
and effectively as I have served 
Japan, 


Called To Peking 


Early in 1921 I was called to Pe- 
king by ‘the Chinese Government to 
serve’as a member of the Interna- 
tional Jury of Award in relation to 
the competition for the building of 
a new bridge over the Yellow River 
on the Kin-Han (now the Han-Ping) 
Railway, and later as Consulting En- 
gineer on several large and import- 
ant projects. My stay in China was 
limited to about six months; and | 
made in that time a number of warm 
friends there—engineers and. others. 
In addition to my regular duties I 
gave, all told, twenty. lectures to en- 
gineering societies, engineering stu- 
dents, railway men, and the Y.M.C.A, 
Without: unduly flattering “myself, I 
have come to the conclusion that my 
efforts in China's interests must have 
' been appreciated; for not only did my 
Chinese friends tell me so, | but also 
the Peking Government conferred on 


Ho. The most conclusive proof there- 
of, however, is the fact that the new 
National Governmént :‘has called: me 
to China to serve as Technical Ad- 
viser to the Ministry of Railways.

RHINE FAIRWAY AGAIN OPEN

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. 
Embassy at Washington Teports as.

The Shipping Board has been experi- 
menting with satisfactory results on 
an apparatus that would allow the use 
of pulverised coal -in oilefired ships in 
case aj] resources gave out, according 
to a statement made by the Sceretary 
of the Navy.

: METEOROLOGY 
ITS REAL VALUE TO 
~ NAVIGATION 


.ESSENTIAL CONDITIONS 
The service of marine meteorology 
in the Merchant Navy, and the work 
of the valuntary marine observers, is 
described as follows-in a recent issue 
of “The Marine Observer,” which is 
published monthly. by the authority of 


¥ S : ae =| 
is ra ail the Meteorological Committee of the 
: Air Ministry. - : 


Marine Meteorology can only be.of 
real value in navigation and in the per. 
formance of the duties of master and 
mate if it is given its proper place. 
That place is.a branch of seamanship 
as un aid tb navigation, and not a prh 
mary study. That-is, marine meteoro. 


ing of a ship, and, should be used in 
connection with navigation just as ship 
Stability, the prevention of fire at sea, 
and all hranches of seamanship must be 
used with a proper sense of propor: 


mically run. 

The first essential is a uniform, but 
sufficiently elastic and simple system of 
observation. ‘ 

This may be provided by cultivating 
the habit of accurate observation by 
adoption of the seales published: in the 
“Marine Observers’ Handbook,” and by 
comparing the ship’s instruments with 
the readings of standards at observa: 
tories, or in -regular observing ships 
which have tested instruments, and so 
finding their: error and allowing fos 
it, thereby making the ship’s logbook 
a reliable and accurate meteorological 
record, as well as a true record of all 
happenings which it is customary to 
jog. 

The second essential is knowledge 
and information of the winds and cur- 
rents over the occans and at the coasts, 
the laws of storms and the physica) 
factors where they are definitely knowr. 
which contribute to change of weather 
and ocean currents. This may be had 
from well used experience and obser- 
vation at .sca, coupled with the study 
of books and charts which are the re 
sult. of many years’ systematic obser 
vation at seq and compilation in the 
Marine Division. 

The third essential is ability to apply 
the first and second with wireless tele. 


graphy communication as a practicat f 


aid to navigation. 
No International System 

There is not yet a single internation- 
al system of wireless weather signals 
for ‘ships at sea and coast stations, 
such. as ‘the Departmental Committee 
foresee, and regarding which they re- 
commend that when such a system is 
brought about a general knowledge of 
it.should be required of candidates for 
a master’s certificate. There are, how- 
ever, already in being a number of 
systems on different ‘coasts, and British 
“selected” ships are ‘regularly broad- 
easting routine Yeports to all ships 
along. the trade routes in all occans ac- 
cording to one plan. 

For general guidance in the use and 
application ‘of the information given 
by these signals "Wireless and Wea- 
ther; an Aid to Navigation” has been 
published, 

The extent to which this may be 
practical must rast mainly with the 
individual masters of ships. 

A. .well-cquipped and well-officered 
liner has Wetter opportunity and better 
facilities for recording her own obser- 
vations, intercepting reports, making 
weather charts and navigating accord- 
ing to the nature of the weather, cur- 
rents, ice and conditions which these 
indicate that she will encounter, than a 
tramp steamer where watch and watch 
is kept by the navigating officers and 
the crew is small. Obviously in the 
latter, the master must insist on this 
highly-skilled work being cut down toa 
minimum consistent with safety, and he 
must content himself with the use of 
reports, hurricane. warnings and fare- 
easts broadcast without the advantage 
of his own weather charts made on 
board. ‘ 


Coastal Services 


Then the coasting sicamer donstant- 
ly in and out of port, the smail sail- 
ing vessel and the fishermen all have 


these, paper work on board is only 
practicable to the extent of noting 
wind, weather and barometer observed 
and forecasts and warnings meade at 
metcorological centres and broadcast 
by R/T, word of mouth. Indeed, this 
work must be consistent with the needs 


.| of the service and the officer who at- 


tempts more thereby neglecting his 
other duties is doing as much hazm 
as those who neglect it. 

Now the whole merchant navy may 
benefit from the proper use of marine 
meteorology, cach ship according to 
her capacity and trade. Such a great 
work must be led if it is to be effec- 
tive and British experience and tradi- 
tion clearly indicate that:— 

“The ways of commerce over the 
oceans and the hereditary chivalry of 
the sea are beyond doubt more adapt- 
able to’ voluntary meteorological ser- 
»ice than to obligatory service.” 

To provide the necessary routine data 
from which to compile information for 
Publication for general use, and a ser- 
vice of reports by wircless tclegraphy 
to all ships and. meteorological centres, 
it is necessary that only a certain num- 
ber of ships should be employed. That 
is not to say that ships outside this 
number should never make returns, or 
report by wireless, Any shiv observ. 
ing unusual or abnormal phenomena 
should carefully record the observed 
facts ‘and return them, and any ship 
observing the ‘formation of a tropical 
revolving storm at any time which has 
not previously been reported by wire- 
Jess ‘telegriphy should do so hy. the 
best-means ‘at her; disposal.to all ships 
and the nearest approp: 2 coast, st 
tion, ‘At such times :as «there. jany 
I not be. suificient ‘selected ships-in all 
parts. of the oceans to provide an ‘gde- 
quate service of reports, ships “other

COLISION ECHO 


. £6,000 FOR SWEDISH 
” OWNERS 


In the Court of Session, Outer 
House, Edinburgh, judgment was pro- 
‘nounced by Lord Fleming in an action 
by Rederi Aktiebolaget . Maritinie, 
Kullavik, Sweden, owners of the steam- 
ship “Asta,” of Gothenburg, against 
the Leith, Hull and Hamburg Steam 
Packet Co., Ltd., Leith, owners of the 
steamship “Breslau,” of Teith, On the 


-fevening of December 15, 1927, a col- 


lision took place between the two steam- 
ships, as a result of which the “Asta” 
sank in a few minutes, 

In this action the pursuers claimed 
damages in. respect of the loss of the 
“Asta” and of freight; on behalf of the 
cargo owners in respect of the value of 
the cargo; and on. behalf of the mem- 
bers of the crew in respect of clothing 
and effects on board, which they had 


{no.time to remove before thesship went 


down. The collision occurred at about 
9.20 p.m., some 10 miles east of the 
May Island, the “Breslau,” which was 
bound from Leith for Copenhagen with 
a general cargo, overtaking the “Asta,” 
which had left Methi] with a cargo of 
coal, also bound for Copenhapen. 

" After a proof taken on March 21 last 
limited to the question of liability, Lord 
Fleming found that the “Breslau” was 
solely to blame for the collision. The 
Parties adjusted all the items of dam- 
age_with the exception of the value of 
the “Asia” itsclf, and a proof was 
taken with regard to that matter. 7 

Lord Fleming has now found the 
value of the “Asta” to be £6,000, and 
has found the pursuers entitled to a 
total] sum of £9,682 “Gs.- 6d., with ex- 
penses, 

His Lordship-said the question which 
fell to be determined wes the value of 
the “Asta” at the. date of the collision., 
There was. some discussion as to the 
basis upon which this value was to be 
ascertained, hut his Lordship did not 
think it was open to doubt that the 
eriterion was the market value at that 
date. The defenders maintained that 


there- was no‘ proof that the “Asta’’ 
hoe actually employed in the Baltic 
rade. 


Resistance to Sea. Action 


There was evidence to the effect that 
the “Asta” was of & type and class 
suited for that trade, and he thought 
that that circumstance in itself was a 
relevant consideration in estimating her 
value. .She was classed 100 A.1 at 
Lloyd’s. ‘Héc last survey was in 1924, 
and she wes due for another in 1928.

“The Hue and 
Cry.” and “The Police’ Gazette,” 
in which the fullest. information 
of the activities of the criminal 
classes is recorded. 
For a civilian to possess a copy 
of either of these prints consti- 
tutes a,serious offence under the 


Official Secrets Act. “Informa-! 
tions” is printed at Seotland Yard 
and is distributed by motor-cyclists 
to all police stations in the Metro- 
politan area, and the police make 
it part of their daily reading. 
Needless to say, it is the cause 
of many a smart capture which 
seems to the public little short of 
miraculous. ‘ , 

Its columns consist for the most 
part of details of current crimes 
in summarised form, but much 
information is withheld for the 
chiefs only, and only such infor- 
mation is given as will expedite 
capture.

“WHEN. MOTORISTS ARE

PUBLIC AND ROAD RULES 

The question -of speed limit was 
among. the sabjecta discussed be- 
fore the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords which is consider. 
ing Viscount Cecil of Chelwood's 
Road Vehicles Regulation Bill. 

A witness the 
Ministry of : Transport expressed 
the view that the question should 
be left to be decided by the free 
wili of Parliament. The Chair- 
man mentioned - that the London 
police were in favour of a speed 


limit.

Mr. H. H. Pigott gave evidence 
on behalf of the Ministry of Trans- 
port.

sent average. But I shan’t go 
again unless the record is. beaten 
by the White Triplex very short- 
ly..

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BOOMING INDUSTRY 


TOWN WHICH MAKES 
MOTOR CARS 


A "Daily Express” special cor- 
respondent writing.on a visit to 
Coventry says: More motor-cars 
are being built in Coventry this 
present month than at any pre- 
vious time in the. industrial. re- 


| cord of the city... 


_ The peak of production is rising 
steadily, and. sales are keeping 
pace with. output. At least 
four great works are turning out 
from forty to fifty per cent., 


| more,cars than in the compara- 
-| tive period of last year, and one 


of the most encouraging. signs is 
the exceptionally good demand 


[for British cars from abroad. 
1Slowly and surely the. Coventry 


motor firms are pushing their way 
into overseas markets. 

Everywhere in the city one 
hears “big figure” talk. There is 
a great new works, which when 
running fully, will make no 
fewer than 6,000 engines a week. 
One factory, at the moment, 
completes 1,800 engines each 
five and a-half days, and there are 
several others where finished 
motor-cars are taking the road at 
the rate of from 200 to 500 a 
week. : 

Machine-Tool Factory 

It is not only in motor-cars 
that Coventry is doing well. 
There is—lately completed—on 
the outskirts of the town the 
largest and finest machine-tool 
factory in the world, to which 
orders are coming from every con- 
tinent. The machine-tool trade is 
a “barometer,” for when that 
trade is busy it means that there 
is a general stimulus to every 
class of ‘manufacturing and en- 
gineering. Machine tools are the 
raw-material of works equipment. 

A hint was given to me in the 
city of a wonderful new capstan 
lathe which is still a Coventry 
secret. That lathe, I was told, 
will . simplify seven separate 
operations in motor making 
down to.one. It will—should its 
promise be fulfilled—have to be 
installed in every motor. works 
and in most other machine shops 
in the world. It is said to be a 
“revolution” in machine tools. 

Other industries in Coventry 
are booming. Thousands of men 
and girls are making artificial silk 
—the largest factory in the town 
is for artificial silk. 

All the little tabs and labels 
which tailors,- hosiers and 
drapery houses put on their gar- 
ments are made here, and busi- 
ness is particularly brisk. Then, 
too, Coventry produces equipment 
for automatic telephones, and a 
great deal of this material is 
being shipped abroad—to Austra- 
Jia, Africa, and other parts of the 
British Empire. 

Unemployment Reduced 

Unemployment in “Coventry is 
substantially down in relation to 
last year. The total’is just 2,000, 
including people on part time, 
which is remarkably good for a 
total population of more than 
160,000 with 62,000 workers on 
the insurance registers. That 


2,000 at present unemployed in-| : 


eludes a percentage of unemploy- 
ables, and also a certain number 
of skilled men, who drift between 
the various ‘works and periodical- 
ly take a vacation, “on the dole.” 


Another fact to be remember-| 


ed is that nearly 18,000 people— 
according toa recent municipal 
census—come into Coventry each 
morning to work from Birming- 
ham, - Leamington, Warwick, 
Nuneaton, and the surrounding 
districts. . 

Juvenile workers are doing ¢x- 
iraordinarily well. There is only 
one boy, registered aS unemployed 
in Coventry, and that. is because 
he wants to be an analytical chem- 
ist, and vacancies for embryo 
analytical chemists are not fre- 
quent thereabouts. There are 
also fewer than a dozen girls, 
under the age of eighteen, “out.”

_ Even so, with motor-car mak- 
ing having its natural up and 
down periods, the other-industries 
of the city’ keep steadily prosper- 
ous the whole year round.. Any 
slackness on the “swings” is com- 
pensated for by activity on the 
“roundabouts.” That is why 


Coventry is the best-paid and)’ 
most, fortunate of the manufac-} 


turing centres. 

Here igs an example of what 
the men and the girls ‘in the 
Coventry works canearn. The 
factory is‘one with 2,000-odd 
hands. Its pay sheets drawn out 
for a week showed that the aver- 
age earnings ‘ throughout the 
whole establishment were £5 28 
week per head, excluding mem- 
bers of the administrative and 
office staffs and every one from 
a foreman upwards. The £5 
average was an average for the 
workers in the shops. 


Insurance Gift 

One firm was so pleased with 
its employees recently that a 
fully paid “£100 life insurance 
policy was given to every one who 
hati been on the pay roll for five 
years. Most of the factories 
work on a bonus piece-work 
system, so thal when orders are 
flowing in the men and’ the 
girls have a share in the pros- 
perity of their employers. A 
good man ina motor building shop 
wil] earn £2 to £10 a week. 

The Coventry girls deserve a 
special mention of their own. Go 
round to any of the machine 
shops, where hundreds of girls 
from fifteen years of age up- 
wards are working at complicat- 
ed, whirling machines, and the 
works’~managér will say that no 
girls in any other town in Britain

Coveritry girls.

KING’S AMBULANCE 
From the-point of view of the 
doctor particular interest at- 
taches to the construction of the 
motor ambulance chosen for His 
Majesty’s journey from Bucking- 
ham Palace to , Craigweil House.

Being sus- 
picious, the maid rang up the 
police, and detectives went’ to 
Goddard’s house in a motor-tend- 
er. There, they said, they saw 
Kimberley loitering. When he 
noticed them he walked away and 
threw a brown paper parcel over, 
a fence into a garden. This was 
found to contain a jemmy. 


Detective-sergeant Bush said 
Kimberley was sent to a reforma- 
tory when he was 16, and sev- 
eral convictions had been record- 
ed against him since then. At 
Old-street Police-court in January, 
1920, he was bound over on a 
charge of being a suspected per 
son. At Liverpool, in 1911, in the 
name of William Williams, alias 
Kimberley, he was charged with 
being a suspected person, and 
there were also two charges 
against him of assaulting police- 
men.

“Reckless Remarks” 

Sir-A. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Churchill castigated Mr. Snowden's 
reckless remarks, the former urging 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald. to tell the 
world that whatever.Party were in 
office England would keep her-word. 

Mr. Runciman declared that. the 
Liberals would not depart from the 
international contracts made by the 
Government of the day. 

Mr, Snowden reiterated that La- 
bour favoured an all-round cancella- 
tion of the debts and reparations, 
but he would not repudiate the 
Allied Debt agreements. 

Mr. Macdonald’s Views 

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald declared 
that the agreements made, were not 
sacred against revision ‘but as long 
as he led the Labour Party there 
would be no repudiation. He des- 
eribed the settlement with the 
United States as bad financially 
and politically but until it was 
changed by mutual consent, they 
would pay ‘every farthing. There 
was nothing in Mr, Snowden’s state- 
ment to suggest that the consent of 
the Allies would not be sought be- 
fore the settlements were revised. 

Business or Sentimentality 

Mr, MacDonald explained all that 
Mr. Snowden had in mind was 
whether the Balfour Note, when 
considered as a business proposi- 
tion, not as -a demonstration of 
fatuous sentimentality, was’ inimical 
to Great Britain. They were -en- 
titled to consider that. 

Mr. MacDonald reiterated La- 
bour’s determination +o adopt a 
generous attitude in the matter of 
inter-allied debts‘as part of a gen- 
eral Settlement of reparations. 

The House then proceeded to 
discuss the Budget.—Reuter,
